This office action is in response to the applicant's submission filed on 7/10/06 has 
been entered. Claims 1-10 are presented for examination. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this office action 
can be found in a prior Office Action. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schuster et al (us pat 6731630) (hereinafter Schuster) in view of Waites (us pat 
6788769). 

Schuster and Waites are cited for rejection, in the last Office Action; the citations, 
which are applicable, are hereby incorporated by reference. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/10/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As regard to applicant argument that Schuster does not teach "the input 
identification number of the destination telecommunication services operator is 
correlated with the domain name of the destination telecommunication services 
operator" Examiner respectfully disagrees, Schuster discloses the method for mapping 
user identifier with telephone number by doing this, Schuster have a mapping table. The 
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purpose of Schuster's invention is to have flexible dialing process for the user. Schuster 
also discloses that correlating (i.e. mapping) domain identifier with domain name (see 
Schuster col. 15, lines 58-67). Therefor, Schuster discloses the above limitation.
